Water Installation. 

Tlris was financed liy money con- 
tributed by till" following: .Messrs. .Self- 
ridge. Art n, Shand, Sr., Williams, 

Stitcs, Miss tiilismi, Mrs. Barrio, A. .1. 
Loos, each .*330.OO, and Dr. O. .1. Sny- 
der, .•fl.'XI.IKI; total, .+2,1.130.00. 

The contract with tlie Springfield 
Water Company called for .*3.330. The 
Park Conimilloe advanced from its gen- 
eral funds the remaining +O1I11.OO. A 
year or so later, the Water Company 
refunded the sum of .f!l3s.ll, rc])rese lu - j 
in» their overcharge on the actual cost j 
of installation. After paying buck into 
the treasury of the l'alk Committee 
the $<>00.00 advanced, the reniniiiing 
.+33X.11 was distributed pro rata to tho 
subscribers before ineiit ioned. The re- 
mainder nl' the cost of installation is 
to be refunded by the Water Company 
out of water rents received from resi- 
dences supplied within the 1'ark limits. 
Thus far. £2311.03 has lieiii received 
and distributed I"'" rata, and .1 now 
have in hand +223. b"), refund for PUS 
not yet distributed. 1 am correspond- 
ing with the Water Company to obtain 
the refund due for HMD, which, when 
received, will be added to the 1918 
refund, and distributed pro rata to the 
subscribers. The amount still due from 
the Water Company is +2,1 3S.no. 

Gas Installation. 

This was linancod by the Talk Com- 
mittee out of its general funds, and, 
under contract, is also to be refunded 
as gas is consumed by Narbrook resi- 
dents. The original cost was + L02S.3O; 
refunds made to date. + 1,0(13.0(1; balance 
due from Counties Gas and Electric 
Company, +303.50. 

Deficit and Deficit Assessment. 

Tin- amount of our delicit lias been 
fully set forth in my previous state- 
ments. To meet the delicit in part, 
Mr. .lames Artnian loaned the Com- 
mittee +^..">li5.]!), and Mr. John B. Wil- 
liams, +S12.50. A circular letter was 
sent to all lot owners, asking if they 
would ouch contribute $03.3!) for each 
lot owned by them, to make up the 
deficit. There were 42 lots in all. Own- 
ers of 20 lots pledged -+03.30 per lot, a 
total of .+ l,0-tS.l-l. Of this amount 
$1,230.11 has been paid, and 1 am send- 
ing requests to the four lot holders who 
have pledged the remaining $412.03 to 
remit.

The Fairview Union Sunday School, 
founded in May, 1824, celebrated its 
ninety-sixth anniversary on Sunday, 
May 16th. Nearly three hundred per- 
sons packed the little building to over- 
flowing and witnessed, as a part of the 
exercises, the unveiling of a beautifully 
inscribed bronze tablet in memory of 
the late Charles Jones Fryer. The tub- 
let, which was made possible by popular 
subscription, bears the following in- 
scription: * 

In Loving Memory of 

CHARLES JONES FRYER 

Superintendent of this Sunday 

School 1S78-1919. 

Born April 30th, 1847. 

Died June 27th, 1919. 

"Blessed arc the dead which die 
in the Lord from henceforth: 
Yea, saitli the Spirit, that they 
may rest from their labours; and 
their works do follow them." — 
Rev. 14: 13. 

Rev. S. R, Smith, of Philadelphia, a 
life-long friend of the deceased, un- 
veiled the tablet.

Notwithstanding the faet that the 
Boy Scouts of America is one of the 
largest organizations in the country, 
with a membership of half a million 
men anil boys, but ."50 of their leaders 
are paid officials. What better tribute 
could be paid a movement that is so 
fundamentally sound and so attractive 
that it can enlist the volunteer serv- 
ices of 100,000 busv men?

On the other hand, if you sell your 
Liberty Bond now, you will find that 
the man you sell it to will not give you 
a dollar for every dollar you paid for 
it. The price has been brought down be- 
cause so many people arc offering to 
sell their Bonds. .If the market is 
Hooded with tomatoes, you can buy 
them cheap, but if everyone is clamor- 
ing for tomatoes and there are few to 
lie had, the price goes up.

UNITED SPANISH WAR VETERANS 

A drive for new members is being 
made by this organization, composed 
exclusively of men who voluntarily 
served the nation in time of war. 

Kligibilily to active membership: 
Officers, soldiers and sailors of tin, 
Army. Navy or Marine Corps of the 
!'. S. A., including acting assistant sur- 
geons, contract doctors, dentists, and 
veterinary surgeons. ;^11 officers and en- 
listed men in the 1'. S. revenue cutter 
service on vessels temporarily under 
the control <>f the War or Navy De- 
part incuts, paymasters, clerks who were 
actually on duty in the field or aboard 
ship who served at any time during 
the war between the I'nited Slates and 
the Kingdom of Spain, or at any time 
during the war for the suppression of 
the insurrection in the Philippine 
Islands or at any time during the China 
relief expedition prior to July 4th, 
15102. and wln> either have been honor- 
ably discharged from the service or still 
continue in the same, shall be eligible 
to active membership in the I'nited 
Spanish War Veterans: provided, how- 
it, that no. person shall be admitted to 
active membership who. upon investiga- 
tion, is found to be of bad moral char- 
acter or of low repute in the commun- 
ity in which he resides, or who having 
been honorably discharged from the 
service of the l\ S., has re-enfered the 
same and has subsequently received a 
discharge which is not honorable. 

The cost of membership: The muster 
fee is two dollars, 75 cents for badge 
and 2." cents for button; total, three 
dollars, after which the dues are less 
than one cent per day. 

The record of your past achievements 
is now history. The results then accom- 
plished gave this nation its place in 
the forefront of the great powers of 
the world, which position. has been fort- 
ified by the noble sacrifices of our fel- 
low citizens in the World War. 

The honorable discharge which you 
possess is ample proof that you did your 
duly, and it is immaterial where the 
service was rendered. The fact that 
you nil'ered your services to your coun- 
try in time of war (every veteran elig- 
ible to membership in the I'nited Span- 
ish AVar A'eterans served his country 
of his own free will), is ample proof 
of your patriotism. You were a volun- 
teer, and you have a right to be proud 
of that service wherever rendered. No 
distinction is made between the men 
who saw active service on land or sea 
and those who were obliged to remain 
in various camps in the United States. 
The will to serve is paramount, and 
vou will not be exalted or condemned 
because of a trick of fate, if you were 
not sent to the front, as you obeyed 
orders an,d "went where you were sent 
and stayed where you wero put." i 

The principles of the United Spanish 
AVar A'eterans are Freedom, Patriotism 
and Humanity. The time is ripe for tho 
enlargement of our forces. You can be 
of great assistance to your comrades in 
spreading the gospel of Americanism, 
counteracting tho doctrine of discord 
and destruction and in securing legisla- 
tion for the best interests of tho vet- 
eran and his dependents. 

A'ou are powerless to do anything of 
real value as an individual, but as an 
active unit in a cohesive body of sev- 
eral hundred thousand veterans you will 
wield a tremendous influence. Through 
tho untiring efforts of the organiza- 
tion, the Congress of the United States 
pnssed an act providing a pension for 
the widows and minor children of Span- 



ish war veterans. It also has extended 
the provisions of the disability Civil 
Service Act so that today the veteran 
of every war is entitled to preference, 
and the organization, under the able 
leadership of its Commander-in-Chief, 
was responsible for this law, and many 
other laws have been made to benefit 
tlie veterans. 

A veteran or his wife or widow can- 
not be interred in a cemetery or cem- 
etery plot used exclusively for tho 
burial of poor persons deceased. In 
some States the sum of soveiity-fivo 
dollars is allowed the relatives to de- 
fray funeral expense. 

Relief of veterans and their fami- 
lies: Under this law no poor or indi- 
gent veteran nor any of his family, 
nor the families of comrades who may 
be deceased can be sent to any alms- 
house, but shall be relieved and pro- 
vided for at their homes. 

Both the National and State Govern- 
ments provide for the placing of head- 
stones on graves of deceased veterans. 
In n great many States this privilege 
is extended to the widow of the vet- 
eran. 

Hospital service, allowing for the ad- 
mission of vetearns and their families 
in wards other than provided for the 
poor. 

In addition other laws have been en- 
acted, among which are: Permitting 
Sunday processions for funeral serv- 
ices. Forbidding unauthorized wearing 
of the United Spanish AVar A'eterans' 
emblems. Its comradeship is more real 
and valuable than that of any other 
order, for it is a fraternity founded 
upon a common service to our country 
and a. common suffering in. defense of 
our Hag. It affords you an opportunity 
to show the real Americanism, for it is 
a patriotic order whose qualification 
for membership is the only simon pure 
test of patriotism, "willingness to die 
for the honor of the nation." The nniy 
veteran organization composed exclu- 
sively of volunteers in the whole world.

Human art in all its vaunted devel- 
opment of accomplishment has never 
succeeded in achieving any work so 
beautiful as a tree. It is the crowning 
masterpiece of that greatest of artists, 
Mother Nature, and still further sur- 
passes the fumbling efforts of clumsy 
human hands and brains in the variety 
of its appeal. Setting apart the many 
and actual utilitarian necessities it pro- 
vides, the tree generously lavishes free- 
ly the spiritual gifts that have made 
it beloved by children and poets who 
are the keen witted among humans. The 
eye is gladdened by its incomparable 
beauty of form; a symphony of rustling 
leaves soothes the attentive ear, while 
in the spring the air is filled with show- 
ers of rare perfume of fragrant blos- 
soms. 

These and other regretful thoughts 
have been in the minds of many north 
side residents as with genuine sorrow 
they have witnessed the xitterly inex- 
cusable slaughter of trees that for more 
than a score of years through storm of 
winter and drought of summer have 
been lending their beauty to dwellers 
and passers on Narbcrth avenue.

Constitution of the Narberth 
Civic Association 



ARTICLE I. 
Name. The name of this organiza- 
tion shall be the Narberth Civic Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE II. 
Object. The object of the Association 
shall bo to improve and beautify the 
borough and vicinity and to assist and 
cooperate with the authorities in en- 
forcing laws and ordinances relating 
thereto; to promote any project having 
for its purpose the betterment of the 
community as whole; to provide a 
means of acquiring and disseminating 
information on any subject of general 
interest; and to foster and maintain a 
fraternal spirit among the people of our 
community. 

ARTICLE 111. 

Membership. All persons residing in 
this community are members and are 
entitled to attend meetings of the .As- 
sociation and avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Dues. The annual dues of voting 
members shall be One Dollar ($1.00); 
of contributing members, Two Dollars 
($2.00); of sustaining members, Five 
Dollars ($5.00) or more; payable at the 
time application is received and annual- 
ly thereafter at the time of annual 
meeting. All paying members privi- 
leged to vote. 



ARTICLE V. 

Officers. The officers of the Associa- 
tion shall be composed of voting mem- 
bers and shall consist of a President, 
three Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a 
Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, 
and a Board of Directors consisting of 
eighteen (IS) members. The oflicers 
slrtall hold office for the term of ono 
year and Hie directors shall be elected 
six for one year, six for two years, and 
six for three years, and thereafter six 
each year for three years. The Presi- 
dent, A'ice-I'rcsidenf. and Secretary 
shall, by virtue of their office, bo mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors and shall 
preside at its meetings. 

Officers. The Board of Directors shall 
choose from their number four persons, 
who, with the President of the Associa- 
tion, shall constitute an Executive Com- 
mittee of which the President shall be 
Chairman, which committee shall have 
power to transact any business of the 
Board; provided, that any act done by 
them shall lie subject to the approval 
of the Board of Directors. 

There shall lie no regular meetings of 
(lie Brfard of Directors, but meetings 
shall be held from time to time as the 
business and interests of the Associa- 
tion may require. 

Quorum Directors. A majority of the 
Board shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Meetings. An annual meeting of the 
Association for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers and for transacting such 
other business as may come before the 
meeting shall be held during the month 
of .March of each year on such date as 
may be lixcil by the Board of Direc- 
tors or by the Executive Committee. 

There shall be no other stated meet- 
ings of the Association, but meetings 
shall lie called by the President at any 
time, upon the request of the Board of 
Directors, or of the Executive Com- 
mittee, or upon the written request of 
any ten voting members, who shall 
state in writing the purpose for which 
they desire such meeting to be called. 

Whenever a meeting is to be called, 
it shall he the duty of the Secretary 
to post on the bulletin board a notice 
of the time, place and object of such 
meeting. Such notice shall bo posted 
as long before the date of the meeting 
as circumstances permit, in order that 
all members shall have reasonable op- 
portunity to attend 1 ho meeting. But 
in no case shall a meeting be convened 
on less than twenty-four hours' notice. 

Quorum Members. Twenty voting 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Amendments. This Constitution may 
be amended at any time by vote of 
two-thirds of the members present and 
entitled to vote, provided thirty days' 
notice of the meeting and of the pro- 
posed amendments shall have been 
given.
